“You must have a nicé quiet 
life in the country where everything

In many communities the school fair 
has become one of the most interesting 
social events of the year, bringing 
young and old together, with the re- 
sult that a better understahding is 
established between the present and 
future generation of the community. 

It is gradually coming to be realized 
that there is no stronger incentive to 
keep young men and women on the 
farm than personal interest and ac- 
tivity in,somé practical phase of farm 
work. And the special interest that 
always appeals with the paramount 
force is the show and prize list. 

To organize an exhibition of boys’ 
and girls’ work and make it a success 
is almost, if not quite, as great a task 
as to get up a show for the adults. 
One reason for this is that the boys 
and girls should have as much as pos- 
sible to do with the ai aingements; 
and they must, in. most cases, be di- 
rected, to a large extent, in the things 
to be done and the methods of doing. 

If it is a school fair the teacher will 
wisely refrain from too much dicta- 
tion or bossing, laying the business be- 
fore the pupils with the best sugges- 
tions, but leaving the deciding and the 
performance as much as‘possible with 
the classes or committees in charge of 
the various departments. The follow- 
ing suggestions may be of great value 
to those wishing to put on some such 
affair. . i 

First, select a boy to conduct the

BRITAINS NEW SUB 


OBJECT OF INTEREST 


Naval Authorities Await Sec- 
ret Trial of Huge Submers- 
ible X-1, of 3,600 Tons. 


A despatch from London says:— 
Because of the recent disaster to 
Japan’s super-submarine, 77, naval 
authorities here are awaiting the 
trials of Great Britain’s giant mys- 
tery submersible, X-1, with greatly in- 
creased interest. There is a school of 
opinion here which inclines to the be- 
lief that beyond a certain size it is 
likely to be found that big submarines 
cannot be handled efficiently. 

The X-1 in submersible trim is of 
8,600 tons, which is much in excess of 
the U-142,*the biggest German sub- 
marine constructed during the war.' 
It is now well known that the most’ 
efficient German submarine command-| 
ers preferred the smaller undersea| 
craft as being more manageable, It 
was said to be difficult to gauge how 
far the large submarine would dive 
and impossible for the commander to| 
have the whole vessel under his sur- 
vey, as he could in a smaller craft. 

The fate of the Japanese submarine 
and the trouble which it is understood 
has been experienced with some of the 
larger American submarines has made 
speculation more keen as to how the 
X-1 will act in the trials. These trials, 
like the launching of the big submar- 
ine at Chatham, June 16, will be con- 
ducted with the greatest possible se- 
crecy. In naval quarters here to-day 
it is impossible even .to ascertain ap- 
proximately the time when the X-1 
will go through her paces. If she 
comes up to the highest expectations 
then it is likely she will be the fore- 
runner of two other similar craft in 
the near future.
